There are several major income 
tax cases with unpleasant political 
implications—notably in Los An- 
geles and Boston—on which deci- 


sion has been long postponed. The 
attack of the anti-trust division on 


building trades unions has aroused 
bitter opposition from the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor. 

Murphy has initiated far flung 
espionage activities on the part of 
J. Edgar Hoover’s Bureau of In- 
vestigation. Last week the Attor- 
ney-General announced at a press 
conference that, in connection with 
his prosecution of persons spread- 
ing anti-Semitism, it might be nec- 
to deport “boatloads” of un- 
desirable aliens.

The avowed purpose is to bring 
about the greatest concentration 
and unifieation of everything that 
concerns Germany's economic pol- 
icy during the war. ° 

Goering, No. 2 Nazi, thus becémes 
the “supreme war-economic author- 
ity ” 

All chief offices of the natidn 
having to do with war-economic 
policy are unitea in a general coun- 
cil under Goering’s presidency. 

By this measure, it was stated, 
the “absolutely essential co-opera- 
tion is to be insured.” 

Goering’s ~ight-hand man, States 
Secretary Paul Koerner of the 
Prussian State Ministry, has been 
appointed his deputy. 


Change Without Friction. 


Writing in The Four-Year Plan, 
Koerner pointed out that transi- 
tion of the highly developed Ger- 
man economy from peace to war 
was accomplished without friction.

Nazi Comment on Finland. 


Germany's public was told for the 
first time last night of the possi- 
bility of a general conflict over 
Finland.

Battle of Lake Kianta. 

The battle of Lake Kianta actu- 
ally was the culmination of a 
three-week series of Finnish slic- 
ing Maneuvers and ambushes 
against the Red division, which 
had advanced as much as 30 miles 
into Finland. 

On Dec. 31 the Russians entered 
a trap laid on three sides of the 
ice-covered lake, which is 30 miles 
long and abouf two to four miles 
wide.

In putting to rout the demoral- 
ized Russian army, the Finns suf- 
fered only 100 casualties, includ- 
ing wounded and sick. 

A Soviet supply column was 
caught about midway along the 
lake on the night of Dec. 26 and 
the decisive battle ended Dec. 31 
with the destruction of Russian for- 
tified positions on the lake’s north- 
ern end. 

Walking the two-mile length of 
the shattered Soviet supply column, 
I saw seven tanks, including two 
large ones carrying crews of four 
to five men. Four carried two-man 
crews, 

There was a seemingly endless 
line of wagons, many with their 
dead horses sprawled grotesquely 
in the snow. In many of the roll- 
ing field kitchens was a frozen, 
stew-like food. Interspersed in the 
line of wagons was an occasional 
truck, motor silenced and driver 
blown to pieces by a Finnish shell. 

One such truck was a light con- 
veyance, its interior piled high with 
red banners and printed matter. 
This was the division's propaganda 
headquarters. 

Bodies Stacked Like Wood. 

Beside one wagon 25 frozen bodies 
had been dragged from the woods 
and stacked like cord wood. 

The field hospital of the routed 
Red force was a grade school atop 
a snow-capped hill at the edge of 
a forest. Today is wasa disordered 
shambles, indicating the haste of 
the Soviet retreat. 

Wounded Red Army fighters, 
brought in for treatment and who 
presumably died just as the Finnish 
attack began, were left behind.

St. Louis Divorcee’s Search Ends When Ex- 


Husband Gets Christmas Greeting and 
Sends Her Young Woman’s Address. 


A persistent search for 22 years 


has finally resulted in the reunion 
of Miss Josephine Skipps and her 
mother, Mrs. Edwin H. Juengel, 
3450 St. Vincent avenue. They had 
not seen each other’ since the 
daughter was placed in a Chicago 
convent by her father when she 
was 5 years old. 

The reunion came about after 
Miss Skipps sent her divorced fa- 
ther a Christmas card, inclosing 
in it a note telling him she was 
working as a waitress in a Rochelle 
(Ill.) restaurant. Only a few months 
before he had received a letter from 
his former wife. As soon as he 
received the card from his daugh- 
ter, he sent letters to her and his 
wife, telling each where the other 
was. 


Mrs. Juengel telephoned her 
daughter immediately and met her 
in Rochelle Saturday. The mother 
said she knew the girl at once 
when they met. Miss Skipps, how- 
ever, had only a photograph of a 
young woman dressed in a black 
dress, fur piece and wide-brimmed 
straw hat for guidance. 

Put Her Right on Bus. 

“She put me right on the bus 
and didn’t even give me a chance 
to get my toothbrush before bring- 
ing me to St. Louis,” the daughter 
related. 

Mrs. Juengel related that when 
she divorced John Adams Skipps, it 
was with the understanding that 
each would have custody of their 
daughter six months of the year. 
Without her knowledge, she con- 
tinued, he placed their daughter in 
a Chicago convent, where she re- 
mained 13 years. Letters from 
Mrs. Juengel to her former hus- 
band were unanswered. When she 
finally learned of his whereabouts 
last summer, she continued, he had 
lost track of his daughter. 


In the meanwhile, Miss Skipps 
had made four fruitless trips to St. 
Louis looking for her mother. “The 
first time I came here,” Miss 
Skipps related, “I was 18 years 
old and just out of the convent. St. 
Louis seemed so big. I just stayed 
overnight. I wrote the police here 
and they looked through their rec- 
ords but didn’t find anything. I 
even wrote for mother’s marriage 
certificate, thinking that might 
help, but they didn’t have it here. 
Later I found out mother and dad 
were married in Edwardsville. 

“Then seven years ago I came 
here again. The police even put 
an advertisement in the paper for 
me and broadcast on the radio for 
mother under the name of Mrs. 
Skipps.” Her mother interrupted to 
say that she always listened to the 
police broadcasts but must have 
missed that one. 

Heard She Had Re-Wed. 

“Five years ago,” resumed the 
daughter, “dad told me mother had 
married again and her name now 
was ‘Engel’ and she and her hus- 
band had a flower shop near City 
Hospital. I came here again but 
couldn’t find the place.” Mrs. 
Juengel explained she and her hus- 
band had had a flower shop but 
closed it and moved to the county. 

The daughter called all the En- 
gels insthe telephone book without 
success. Then a telephone operator 
became interested in the search 
and called persons with similar 
names. One was a brother of Mrs. 
Juengel’s husband. He thought the 
caller wanted flowers and, knowing 
that his brother was no longer a 
florist, said nothing to him about 
the call. 

Three years ago Miss Skipps came 
to St. Louis again with friends and 
canvassed floral shops, again with 


no result. The Christmas card fi- 
nally brought about the reunion.

CHICAGO, Jan. 3 (AP).—Better 
control of the sale of fireworks 
was advocated today by the Amer- 
ican Medical Association, which re- 
ported 13 deaths were due direct- 
ly to the 1939 Fourth of July cele- 


bration—five fewer than in 1938. 
The association’s annual survey 
revealed that the total number 
of injuries attributed to fireworks 
and other explosives dropped from 
7933 in 1938 to 5560 last year. 

A new statewide law banning 
fireworks in Pennsylvania was. giv- 
en credit for much of the reduction 
in both deaths and injuries. Al- 
though six fireworks deaths and 
1702‘ injuries were recorded in the 
state in 1938, no deaths and only 
85 injuries wére reported last year. 

The effect of adequate laws sat- 


|isfactorily enforced was shown also 


‘by records of Utah and West’ Vir- 
ginia. Following a new Utah law 
injuries dropped from 18 in 1938 
to five. No casualties at all were 
reported from West Virginia. 
“Another area of striking im- 
provement,” it said, “is St. Louis, 
which in 1938 recorded 295 injuries 
and in 1939—with the enactment of 
an ordinance against fireworks— 
only 76.- This may be contrasted 
with the record of Kansas City, 
in the same state ant with less 
than half the population of St.

POLICE CHIEF SAYS MOTORISTS 
RESPECT ICE MORE THAN LAW 


Safety Expert Also Cites Winter 
Hazards as Factor in Reducing 
Auto Fatalities. 

Safer driving, with no fatalities 
and fewer speeding. arrests in late 
December, when icy pavements kept 
many machines off the street and 
made caution plainly imperative, 
was cited today by both Chief of 
Police John H. Glassco and Safety 
Council President David L. Millar. 
“It would seem,” commented 
Chief Glassco, “that motorists re- 
spect snow and ice more than the 
law.” He said speeding arrests 
dropped from 1226 in November to 
771. in December,: along with 532 
for careless driving and 206 for 

passing stoplight signals, 

Millar contrasted 12 motor’ ve- 
hicle fatalities in the excellent driv- 
ing weather of July to 11 in De- 
cember, none after Dec. 22 in the 
holidays and “the worst driving 
conditions in 1939.” 

Total accidental ceaths increased 
from 311 in 1938 to: 371 in 1939, 
he reported, with home fatalities 
rising from 138 to 201, including 
136 falls compared to 90 in 1938 and 
37 burns or ‘scalds compared to 23 
in 1938. Outside falls took 21 lives 
in 1939, 16 ‘in 1938. 

Street car fatalities declined from 
nine to five last year, while deaths 
in railroad accidents rose from five 
in 1938 to six in 1939. Industrial 
fatilities rose from 33 to 35, taking 
in an increase of from four to seven 
in plants, a decline from 29 to 
28 in outside jobs.

REVIEW OF FISCAL POLICY. 

The budget of the United States 
Government is a statement that 
reflects in money terms what the 
Government does for the people 
and what the people contribute to 
the Government, 

In these figures over a course 
of years are mirrored the changing 
attitudes of the people toward the 
growing needs which they expect 
their Government to meet. The 
relatively low and constant level 
of expenditures throughout the 
1920s accurately reflected the rela- 
tively miner role played by the 
Government in those years. The 
substantial increase in the past 
decade is a reflection of the degree 
to which the country, in response 
to changing economic and interna- 
tional conditions and changing at- 
titudes, has turned to the Govern- 
ment to meet social needs recog- 
nized by our citizenship. Nowhere 
are our democratic processes so 
faithfully depicted. 

In the early thirties—prior to 
1933—fiscal policy was exceedingly 
simple in theory and extraordinar- 
ily disastrous in practice. It con- 
sisted in trying to keep expendi- 
tures as low as possible in the face 
of shrinking national income. Per- 
sistence in this attempt came near 
the bankrupting both our people 
and our Government. 


Following 1933, the fiscal policy 
of the Government was more real- 
istically adapted to the needs of 
the people. All about were idle 
men, idle factories and idle funds, 
and yet the people were in desper- 
ate need of more goods than they 
had the purchasing power to ac- 
quire. The Government deliberately 
set itself to correct these conditions 
by borrowing idle funds to put idle 
men and idle factories to work. 

National Income Increased. 

The deliberate use of Govern- 
ment funds and of Government 
credit to energize private enter- 
prise—to put purchasing power in 
the hands of those who urgently 
needed it and to create a demand 
for the products of factory and 
farm—had a profound effect both 
on Government and private in- 
comes. The national income in 
four years rose 69 per cent, from 
$42,000,000,000 in 1933 to $72,000,- 
000,000 in 1937, the largest absolute 
rise for any four-year period in 
our history, not even excepting the 
rise during the World War. Tax 
revenues rose from $2,000,000,000 in 
the fiscal years 1933 to over $5,- 
000,000,000 .in the fiscal year 1937. 
primarily because the people had 
more income out of which to pay 


taxes. The people paid $3,000,000,000 000 


more in taxes but they had nearly 
10 times more than that, or $30,- 
000,000,000, to spend on other things. 
This statement deserves a head- 
line. 

Rapid progress was made toward 
a balanced budget. By the calen- 
dar year 1937 excess of Govern- 
ment cash outgo over Government 
cash income had dropped to §331,- 
000,000. 

Unfortunately, just at the time 
when it seemed that the Federal 
Government would be able safely 
to balarice its budget on the basis 
of a national income of approxi- 
mately $75,000,000,000, maladjust- 
ments in the economic system be- 
gan to appear and caused a reces- 
sion in economic activity. The re- 
cession was due to a variety of 


tive activity turned up within nine 
months. By 1939, in terms of dol- 
lars, the national income closely 
approached, and, in terms of real 
production and consumption, mak- 
ing allowance for the lower level 
of prices, was equal to that ‘of 1937. 

The experience of 1938-1939 should 
remove any doubt as to the effec- 
tiveness of a fiscal policy related to 
economic need. The wise exercise 
of such a fiscal policy imposes 
grave responsibility on the Govern- 
ment. Government must have the 
wisdom to use its credit to sustain 
economic activity in periods of eco- 
nomic recession and the courage to 
withhold it and retire debt in pe- 
riods of economic prosperity. And 
let us not forget that the with- 
holding of Government credit in 
time of need for political advan- 
tage is no less reprehensible than 
its profligate use at any time. 

In approaching the budget for the 
fiscal year 1941 I have sought, as 
in the past, to relate fiscal policy 
to probable economic necessities. 
As the budget is being prepared 
we are achieving the highest lev- 
els of production and consumption 
in our history. The extent to which 
recovery has progressed, and the 
degree to which speculation and 
price increases have, on the whole, 
been kept in check, have made it 
possible for us to consider a sub- 
stantial lessening of Government 
expenditures on activities not im- 
mediately essential for national 
defense. 

Unemploymen. Still a Problem. 

On the other hand employment 
still lags considerably below the 
levels of 1929. Many of our younger 
workers have not found employ- 
ment, and many others have been 
displaced by the machine. We must 
not only guard the gains we have 
made but we must pre~~ on to at- 
tain full employment for those who 
have been displaced by machines 
as well as for the 5,000,000 net ad- 
dition to the labor force since 1929. 
We must, therefore, avoid the dan- 
ger of too drastic or tc> sudden 
a curtailment of Government sup- 
port. 

Against this background of aims 
substantially but not fully attained, 
I propose in the field of fiscal 
policy that we adopt the following 
course: We should count upon a 
natural increase in receipts from 
current taxes and a decrease in 
emergency expenditures, and we 
should try to offset the unavoidable 
increase in expenditures for na- 
tional defense by special tax re- 
ceipts, and thus hope to secure, 
for the over-all picture, a gradual 
tapering off, rather than an abrupt 
cessation, of the deficit. 

In the proposed budget I have 
tried to interpret the wishes of 
our people. They want to strength- 
en our national defenses and are 
| Prepared to pay additional taxes 
‘for this purpose. They wish to 
attain, if possible, an over-all de- 


crease in expenditures. They would 


like to see a reduction in the 
deficit but not of a magnitude that 
‘would imperil the progress of re- 
covery.

The interest on the 
public debt alone in the calendar 
year 1939 constituted only 1.45 per 
cent of the national income as con- 
trasted with a corresponding per- 
centage of 1.62 per cent for the 
year 1933. The increase in the 
national income over 1932 for the 
year 1939 alone is far in -excess 
of the total increase in the debt 
for the whole period since 1933. 
The credit of the Federal Govern- 
ment has never been higher. 

The debt accumulated since 1933 
represents a far more prudent and 
productive use of our people’s sav- 
ings than much of the enormous 
private debts piled up in the 20s. 
The billions that were borrowed for 
speculation, for foreign loans, for 
second and third mortgages on 
over-produced commercial con- 
struction, hardly represented the 
most prudent use of our people’s 
savings. 

It is true that isolated debts can 
be defaulted without great harm 
to the general economy. But this 
is not true when, as in 1933, a large 
part of our private debt was in 
danger of default, and the savings 
of the whole community, as well 
as the general credit of industry 
and agriculture, were imperiled. ie

RULING JAN, 17 ON SUIT TO BAR 
CEMETERY MOVING IN ILLINOIS 


United States District Judge 
Fred L. Wham of East St. Louis 
will rule Jan. 17 on a suit for an 
injunction to restrain the Govern- 
ment from removing graves from 
Williamson County (Ill.) ceme- 
teries, which will be inundated by 
the formation of Crab Orchard 
Lake. After hearing testimony yes- 
terday, the Court. allowed two 
weeks for filing of briefs. 


Judge Wham indicated the only 
question to be decided is whether 
removal of the graves would be a 
violation of an [Illinois statute 
against grave robbing. Residents 
of Williamson County sought the 
injunction, alleging ‘the Govern- 
ment was planning to remove 
graves from 22 cemeteries. 

Witnesses for the Government 
testified only five cemeteries were 
to be inundated, necessitating the 
removal of 242 graves. Plaintiffs 
testified the five cemeteries, al- 
though on private ground, are pub- 
lic burial places and relatives of 
persons buried there had not given 
consent to the removal. Rex Tay- 
lor of Creal Springs, a Govern- 
ment conservation service em- 


ploye, testified he

ciation which had been formed to 
provide a burial ground of 15 
acres to which the graves in the 
lake area would be removed. 


———- 25,916 PLACED IN JOBS 
IN '39 BY STATE BUREAU 


‘Increase of 132 Pct. as Compared 
With 1938 Total, Sets 
Record. 


"The Missouri State Employment 
Service obtained jobs in private in- 
dustry for 25,916 persons in_St. 
Louis and St. Louis County last 
year, C. R. Kammerer, supervisor 
of the local office, announced to- 
day. This is the highest number 


ever placed by the service here, 
and is an increase of 132 per cent 
over the total in the previous year. 

Though many of the jobe were 
temporary, at least 52 per cent of 
them represented permanent em- 
ployment, Kammerer stated. Of 
the applicants employed 14,110 were 
men, and 11,806 women. Jobs were 
found for 4520 Negroes. 

The number of unemployed mak- 
ing application to the service in- 
creased sharply in 1939 because of 
the provision of the Missouri Un- 
employment Compensation Law re- 
quiring those filing for benefits to 
register with the employment office 
ice. The local employment office 
is capable of handling the\applica- 
tions of about 3000 applicants a 
month. Recommendations to em- 
ployers are made on the basis of 
the applicant’s merit.

UL S. LACKS PROOF 
U-BOAT SANK ATHENIA 


Evidence Before Washington 
Officials Points More To- 
ward Internal Explosion, 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 4 (AP).— 
Four months ago the liner Athenia 
sank with the loss of 28 Americans, 
and still there is no proof to en- 
able officials here to say it was 


Po ge wets by a German submarine, 
as charged at first. 

On the contrary, evidence points 
more toward an internal explosion 
than to a torpedo. American pas- 
sengers aboard the liner have made 
hundreds of affidavits for the State 
Department and none was willing 
to swear that he saw either a sub- 
marine or a torpedo. 

The affidavits do not bear out 
the conclusions mentioned in the 
initial official dispatches. The 
American Minister to Ireland, John 
Cudahy, telegraphed the State De- 
partment, “Athenia carrying 1400 
passengers, of which the Captain 
tells me about one-half were Ameri- 
cah, torpedoed 7:40 p. m., Sept. 3. 
.” And further, “One witness 
states he saw the periscope of sub- 
marine.” 


Report Sent in by Kennedy. 
The report forwarded by Ambas- 
sador Kennedy from London, writ- 
ten by Commander Hitchcock, as- 
sistant naval attache, was more 
graphic. “From evidence given by 
a quartermaster not on watch, sub- 
marine conning tower Yroke sur- 
face about 800 yards on the port 
quarter of the Athenia, A gun or 
explosive signal was fired from the 
conning tower platform.” And fur- 
ther, “immediately after the explo- 
sion which sank the Athenia the 
officer of the watch sounded eight 
short blasts and one long blast of 
the whistle and the submarine sub- 
merged and was not again seen.” 
The State Department, in pur- 
suing its investigation, Has discard- 
ed the statements of the British 
captain and crew as interested par~ 
ties, and sought to base its case on 
the testimony of Americans alone. 
But this testimony shows that no 
American saw a submarine or a 
torpedo, although several said they 
saw what seemed to be a mast 
sticking out of the water. The cap- 
tain of the Athenia declared that 
a torpedo was fired and a subma- 
rine then surfaced and fired shells 
at the Athenia. 

Possibility of Bomb. 

The ship was stopped at three 
ports before leaving for New York 
—Glasgow, Belfast and Cobh. It is 
considered possible, here that a 
bomb might have been placed in the 
ship at one of those ports for the 
purpose of causing damage and em- 
barrassment to Britain. 

Best indications are that the

In his budget message proper—as 
distinct from the estimates pre- 
pared by the Budget Bureau—the 
President included -the following 
table of proposed expenditures 
which he said any layman could 
understand:

Several weeks ago he intimated 
that national defense appropria- 
tions for next year would be in- 
creased about $500,000,000 over cur- 
rent expenditures. This wolud have 
brought the total to more than two 
billion dollars. This figure, how- 
ever, would have taken him over 
the legal debt limit, so the emer- 
gency expencitures for the War 
and. Navy Departments, the Coast 
Guard, the Department of Justice 
and the Panama Canal were pared 
down to the present estimate. 

In discussing his proposal for ad- 
ditional taxes to meet the defense 
expenditures, the President has 
frankly conceded to callers that it 
will be easier to get the additional 
revenue by coupling it with na- 
tional safety than by asking addi- 
tional revenues to “decrease the 
annual net deficit.” 

On the revenue side of the budget 
the President estimated total. col- 
lections for the next fiscal year at 
$6,151,000,000, or $5,548,000,000 after 
deducting appropriations for the 
old-age security fund. This would 
be $382,000,000 more than collections 
estimated for the current fiscal 
year. 

This increase, the President ex- 
plained is not as large as many ‘had 
expected. Its smallness, he said, 
was due in part to the inevitable 
lag of tax collections behind in- 
creasing incomes and in part to an 
impairment of the productiveness 
of the tax base arising from re- 
visions in 1938 and 1939 of corpor- 
ate-and individual income and capi- 
tal-gains taxes. To some visitors, 
the President has expressed the 
fear that the actual increase may 
be far below his present estimate. 
More data will be available on this 
subject after the March 15 tax col- 
lections. 


$700,000,000 From Agencies. 

To keep the national debt under 
the statutory limit, the President 
will also tap the capital and surplus 
funds of such governmental cor- 
porations as the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation, for $700,000,000 
to apply to the 1941 reventies. Ac- 
cording to the Treasury Depart- 
Government has an 
equity of about $3,500,000,000 in 
these agencies which at the time of 
allotments were classified as expen- 
ditures. Return of $700,000,000 to 
the Treasury will be a complicated 
bookkeeping operation but it will 
reduce the 1941 deficit by that 
amount. 

The President again recommend- 
ed that persons benefiting from spe- 
cial governmental services and fa- 
cilities pay at least part of the 
maintenance costs, Among exam- 
ples cited were small fees, as low 
as 5 and 10 cents, for the visiting 
of parks, national forests and his- 
toric monuments, and payments of 
larger fees from the users of lakes, 
channels, harbors and coasts im- 
proved at Federal expense. 

The introduction and the conclu- 
sion of today’s message were almost 
pure New Deal politics. The Presi- 
dent began by a defense of his 
spending policy during the last 
seven years, although his subse- 
quent recommendations were for 
economy. In his concluding para- 
graphs he made a caustic attack 
on those who point with alarm at 
the mounting public debts and as- 
serted that part of that debt was 
created by “the necessary assump- 
tion by the Government—through 
the familiar ‘bailing out’ process— 
of private debts on the verge of de- 
fault.”

Jackson, who is married and has 
two chiudren, practiced law in 
Jamestown, N. Y., before he came 
to Washington. He has made a 
distinguished record as Solocitor- 
General, pergonally preparing and 
arguing more cases in a single 
term than any other Solocitor. He 
has won several important New 
Deal victories before the Court dur- 
ing the last year. 

Biddle Judge Less Than Year. 

Biddle, as has Jackson, has been 
in Roosevelt’s favor from the be- 
ginning of the New Deal. He is 
of the prominent Philadelphia fam- 
ily of that name, although he. is 
not one of the extremely wealthy 
Biddles. 

Shortly before he went on the 
Circuit Court of Appeals, where he 
has served less than a year, Biddle 
acted as counsel to the Committee 
of Congress investigating the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority. From 
November of 1934 to July of 1935 
he was chairman of the Labor 
Board. This was before Congress 
had invested the Labor Board with 
its present powers and the chair- 
man was involved in numerous c::n- 
troversies as to how far his juris- 
diction extended. 

Biddle is' married to Katherine 
Garrison Chapin, a poet. They have 
one son. Frequently it has been re- 
ported that the Philadelphian has 
had political ambitions but he has 
never run for public office, perhaps 
because Democratic politics inh 
Pennsylvania have been so shot 
with hostilities and in the last year 
troubled by fraud and corruption 
exposed by a Republican adminis- 
tration.

Checked, this rumor appeared to 
have no foundation. There was no 
authority quoted in the original 
statement. 

Said Missouri State Athletic Com- 
mission Chairman Russell Murphy: 

“There’s no question the winner 
will be recognized as champion. The 
fighters have met the qualifica- 
tions; they are both under the 
weight limit, and the Missouri Com- 
mission recognizes it as a title 
fight.” 

Now It’s Up to Little Joe. 


Brigadier-General Phelan, chair- 
man of the New York State Ath- 
letic Commission, told the Asso- 
ciated Press: ‘ 

“We would have to recognize 
Ghnouly as champion in the event 
of his victory, since the bout is at 
15 rounds and at championship 
weight.” 

The emphasis on the title aspect 
is sc..2what unwarranted. Arm- 
strong, one of the greatest fighters 
of the age, should defeat Ghnouly 
but of course Ghnouly has at least 
the outside chance that any chal- 
lenger should be conceded, no mat- 
ter what his relative ability.

185,000 GERMANS IN ITALY 


VOTE TO MOVE TO THE REICH 


Step Taken Under Repatriation 
Scheme Intended to End 
Minority Problem. 

ROME, Jan. 4 (AP).—lItalian of- 
ficials announced today that 185,- 
365 German residents of Italy had 
voted to go to Germany under a re- 
patriation scheme intended to end 
a minority problem between the 

two nations. 

Of the total, 166,488 were inhabi- 
tants of Bolzano province, which 
has the densest population of Ger- 
man origin. There were 16,572 
from the mixed language prov- 
inces of Trento, Udine and Belluno, 
and 2305 persons living elsewhere in 
Italy. 

The Government communique did 
not say how-many persons of Ger- 
man origin would remain as Italian 
citizens. 

The purpose of the move was to 
return all Germans from former 
Austrian territory, thereby ending 
their claims of protection from the 
Reich Government.

Predictions for 1940: Roosevelt Won’t Run, 
Next President Will Be Democratic Con- 
servative Now in Cabinet.

YEAR ago this column went 
A into the prophecy business— 

just for fun. Out of 35 hit or 
miss guesses, 22 came true. Some 
were terrible duds. For instance, 
I did not foresee the end of the 
Spanish war. I did foresee a nego- 
tiated peace in China. I predicted 
that there would be no major war 
in 1939. 
Some people think that the latter 
was a true prediction and that the 
major war has not yet broken. But 
that is not my opinion. 
The course of 1940 is, however, 
even more unpredictable than was 
1939. There is a greater variety 
of possible alternatives. Whereas 
at the beginning of 1939 one could 
see some things with a fair degree 
of certainty, at the beginning of 
1940, one can see possibilities that 
are in direct conflict with one an- 
other. 

* - ° 

We shall, I think, through the 
rest of this winter, see a great 
peace offensive launched by the 
Germans. It will go forward in 
several ways. The German Govern- 
ment will insist that the Allies are 
“warmongers,” that Germany does 
not want an inch of British or 
French soil, and that the Allies’ war 


talistic and “imperialistic” reasons. 


This official German propaganda 
will be directed at radical discon- 
tent among the masses abroad. It 
will picture Germany as the fight- 
ing front for a new European or 
Eurasian social order. It will du- 
plicate much of the Communist 
propaganda and promise a united 
Europe, the end of unemployment 
and a thousand years of peace. 

At the same time, it will hold be- 
fore Europe and the world the 
threat of collapse into chaotic Bol- 
shevism if the present regime 
should fall. 

This propaganda will not be very 
effective in Great Britain, It will 
have some effect in France, among 
the neutrals and in the United 
States, particularly among the 
youth.

Hitler will thus count for some 
time further on~diplomatic ma- 
neuvering. He will do this for sev- 
eral reasons. If he makes no ma-~- 
jor offensive of the sort that will 
use up, rapidly, vast supplies of 
materials, he can weather the 
blockade for a considerable time 
to come. 

He will do this by further de-

The report of destruction in Abo 
was sad news to these wanderers 
for its name doubtless recalls to 
them—ag it does to me—a pleasant 
and picturesque place, blending the 
old and the new in a way that is 
characteristic of Finland. 

Especially saddening, in the 
stories of ruthless ravages of war 
in Abo, was the news that its old 
castle had been hit. That old 
castle, of a massive and extremely 
imposing type fairly common in 
Finland, has always filled the na- 
tives with inordinate pride. 

Built more than 700 years ago, it 
grimly mounts guard over Abo, eye- 
ing every modern development with 
the same stony paternalism that it 
showed when the rude huts of the 
first settlers clustered for protec- 
tion around it. I doubt if any sin- 
gle bomb, or even several bombs, 
could really damage that grand old 
fortress. As I remember it, noth- 
ing short of a regular bombard- 
ment, attended by a fierce con- 
pete could actually destroy 
i 
Great Church in Abo. 


What I recall best about Abo is a 
huge church, quite the most con- 
spicuous edifice in the city proper. 
In view of the fact that I did not 
spend more than a couple of hours 
in the place on either of my two 
visits, the clearness with which 
that church stands.out in my recoj- 
lection certainly seems to prove it a 
highly meritorious architectural 
creation. I can still see it clear- 
ly—a big, gaunt, unornamental 
pile, speaking from its every stone 
of bygone centuries in Finland's 
history, when forests covered the 
land even more thickly than they 
do now, and Finns were even rarer 
than at present. 

So far, there has been no report 
that this grand old church has been 
hit by a bomb. 

Abo, by the way, is no longer the 
correct Finnish name for this pleas- 
ant seaport. True to the intense

In the past six years, the sound- 
est judgments have been made, it 
seems to me, not by men who had 
the latest inside reports at first 
hand or second hand, but by those 
who relied upon simple and rather 
commonplace generalities, 

It is a simple commonplace gen- 
erality to say that a vindictive 
treaty like Versailles could not en- 
dure, or that a fierce oppression 
like that which is now practiced 
in Central Europe must cause men 
to rebel. There are other general- 
ities of the same sort, and on the 
whole they are more serviceable 
than complex and ingenious the- 
ories. 


The Spanish revolution and the 
civil war which followec it are a 
case in point. There was once an 
opinion current that Spain would 
convert itself into a parliamentary 
democracy; then, that it would con- 
vert itself into a Socialist republic; 
then, that it would become Fascist 
and totalitarian. None of these 
opinions was true. 


The simple fact was that par- 
liamentary democracy is quite alien 
to the traditional habits of the 
Spanish people, and those who knew 
Spain foresaw that. The simple 
fact was also that the social struc- 
ture of Spain is profoundly Catholic 
and Mediterranean; therefore it 
could not be rebuilt on a pattern 
developed in Central Russia or in 
Northern Germany. 

It was also feared or hoped that 
Gen, Franco’s Spain would join the 
axis. But that was based on an

One method of restricting the jurisdic- 
tional capacity of these bureaus is to 
insure fair hearing to any person ap- 
pearing before them. Fair hearings are 
conspicuously absent in many of the pu- 
reaus reviewing this or that problem con- 
fronting the nation. 

This bill, being bitterly fought by ar- 
dent Roosevelt bureaucrats, is nonetheless 
likely to be passed, for already it has 
received a voice vote in the Senate and 
is sponsored by the powerful American 
Bar Association. 

It is evident that Congress never in- 
tended to delegate extraordinary powers 
to any legally incompetent committee, 
and the Logan bill is a step towards the 
assurance that it never will.

In this connection, he heartily urges a continuation 
of the great policy of Secretary Hull for trade agree- 
ments.with other Powers. We applaud the President’s 
utterance that “the trade agreements should be ex- 
tended as an indispensable part of the foundation of 
any stable and durable peace.” 

Everyone can understand what the President means 
by this, but other passages in his speech give rise to 
the feeling that his foreign policy remains to be de- 
fined. We should like to see his policy defined, as fa

A year ago, when Mr. Roosevelt spoke of’ using 
methods short of war to curb aggressor nations, we 
urged the President in a series of questions to state 
what he meant by the term methods “short of war.”

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ROMAN SOCIAL NOTE. 

The matrons of ancient Rome did not approve 
when great Caesar brought Cleopatra from Egypt 
as his mistress. They were rather dowdy women, 
priding themselves on their virtue, their cooking and 
their ability to run the household within the limits 
of the family budget. 

Now, this new woman from Alexandria was un- 
commonly beautiful. She had style and a way with 
her. She couldn’t boil an egg. And she was a 
notorious spendthrift. She did not go to the right 
temples, worshiping some foreign deities called Isis 
and Serapis—or something like that. Obviously, she 
just did not belong. 

Well, Caesar was a politician, and not one to 
fly in the face of the voters. Women did not have 
the ballot in Rome, but he was a shrewd one and 
knew that they marked it just the same. So he did 
not flaunt his girl friend, Cleo, before the eyes of 
the good ladies—no matter how thoroughly she was 
approved by Bath Society.

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NEEDED: A PROTEST WITH TEETH. 

Impartial neutrality demands that a neutral Power 
make as strong a protest against a violation of its 
rights by one set of belligerents as by another. In 
the light of this self-evident proposition, it appears 
that the United States should make a much stronger 
protest than it has yet made against seizure and 
censorship by the British of American mail in transit 
on neutral ships to neutral ports. 

According to The Hague convention—or, so ‘our 
State Department insists—such mail is entitled to 
immunity from seizure. Yet it is being seized and 
censored systematically by the British, who board 
neutral ships on the high seas or compel them to put 
into British control bases where censorship can be 
exercised more conveniently. 

The State Department is not protesting against 
the censorship of American mails going to or through 
Great Britain, or mail which is transported on Brit- 
ish ships, or even mail which is being transported 
on neutral ships which voluntarily stop at British 
ports. More than this, our Government is undertak- 
ing to prevent funds from being raised in this country 
for belligerents—which seems to remove one of the 
grounds which the British cite for wanting to censor 
all American mail going to Germany. 

Imagine for a moment what, the feeling would be in 
this country if German submarines made a practice of 
stopping and boarding neutral ships and censoring 
or throwing out American mail. Yet parallel action 
by the British has brought only a mild protest,

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FRED J. MARTIN'S CONVICTION, 

The conviction of Fred J. Martin on a charge of giv- 
ing false testimony im the Security and Exchange 
Commission's investigation of the Union, Dlectric Co, 
should serve a good purpose.

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MARRIAGE-RACKET STATES. 

Dubuque, Ia., gets into the end-of-the-year news. 
Its Marriage License Bureau set a record. It issued 
5808 licenses in 1939, a sensational gain over the 3878 
of the previous year. Several other Iowa cities did 
well, but Dubuque distanced the field. 

The story is not a pretty one. It seems that 88 per 
cent of Dubuque’s marriage-license business came 
from Wisconsin and Illinois, two states with hygienic | 
marriage laws. Iowa,’ like Missouri, has refused to 
enact this salutary law, so Iowa has its Dubuque, with 
its marriage mills, just as Missouri has its St. 
Louis County, with its pestiferous Hart. 

Wisconsin and Illinois may not say so, but they 
know that, on this important count, Iowa and Mis- 
souri are bad neighbors. And Iowa and Missouri 
know it, too. But no blame attaches to the people 
of Iowa and Missouri. The blame rests squarely and 
inexcusably on their legislators. 

Iowa has its lawmakers, we feel sure, just as Mis- 
souri has, who can get up and talk long and pon- 
derously on states’ rights and point with eloquent 
alarm at the drift toward centralization as slowly 
but surely the once sovereign commonwealths decline 
to the paupered indigence of provinces. But inher- 
ent in the doctrine of states’ rights is the companion 
doctrine of states’ obligations, and if the states are 
to survive they must meet their obligations as en- 
lightenment points the way.

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THE SCHOOL MYSTERY DEEPENS. 

Not much light, but instead further mystification, 
has resulted from the public hearing into the affairs 
of Russell W. Hibbert; director of the division of 
books, supplies and equipment in the school system. 

The questions posed in.a Post-Dispatch editorial 
of a week ago were put to Mr. Hibbert, who respond- 
ed with denials and negative rejoinders, and the 
queries were not pressed.

His refusal to permit any auditor whatsoever to in- 
vestigate the checks simply compounds the mystery of 
those two checks, Hibbert was strangely adamant to 
all pleas to co-operate in clearing up the situation. 

Critics of the public demand for full investigation 
charge unjustified insinuations about board affairs 
are being ‘made. Hibbert’s reticent attitude creates 
the most damaging insinuations: Even the most ob- 
jective observer of this strange situation must be 
asking himself, What is Hibbert trying to hide? 

Superintendent Gerling’s attitude in the matter 
grows more extraordinary. By his dramatic state- 
ment at the hearing—that he would resign rather 
than “throw a man out without evidence”—Dr. Ger- 
ling ties up his own fate with that of Hibbert. The 
board’s Instruction Committee satisfied itself some 
weeks ago that there was sufficient evidence for 
Hibbert’s dismissal on grounds of inefficiency, for a 
majority so recommended, Why does the Superin- 
tendent now go to such lengths in Hibbert’s defense?

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GUIDE FOR CONGRESS IN A MAD WORLD. 
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HE spirit of helpfulness is essential if 
T census-taking is to succeed.’ Without 
co-operation from the public, 
figures can mean very, very little. 
This week, business men and manufac- 
turers in St. Louis as well as in all other 
parts of the country are being called on by 
Government enumerators—men who will 
seek information, not as to the size of fam- 
ilies, but about the facts of business in 
1939. (The population census begins in 
April.) 

Tuesday morning, 45 experienced account- 
ants, mer with practical experience in han- 
dling the books of corporations and small 
stores, started out to begin the semi-annual 
census of business and manufactures. 
Sooner or later, during coming months, one 
of the enumerators will come to every place 
of business. 

These men are not trying to “pry” into 
business affairs. They are after cold fig- 
ures—figures which mean nothing to them 
personally and which will never be revealed 
to anyone else except as a part of total 
figures for a particular business or indus- 
try. 

These enumerators should be given the 
information they want, without hesitation 
or delay. Perhaps I should explain why. 

The census of manufactures is more than 
a century old. The first one was taken in 
1810, during the administration of Thomas 
Jefferson, in conjunction with the decen- 
nia] census of population. It was taken 
the first time, as it has been taken many 
times since, because business men them- 
selves found a real need for statistics. 
Their results have proved their usefulness. 
More recently, during the presidency of Her- 
bert Hoover in 1929, the first business cen- 


sus was made. 
* . . 


Census-taking was 
business men realized its importance and 
have themselves urged the Government to 
undertake the gathering of the essential 
figures. Business, trade and manufactur- 
ers’ associations were among the first who 
raised their voices for more facts and fig- 
ures about the commercial and industrial 
scene. And ‘business men have been the 
chief users of these figures. 

They use them in mapping sales cam+ 
paigns, ‘in market surveys, for comparison 
of averages of their own business with the 
national or regional averages, and in many 
other. ways...

Manufac- 
turers report essentially the same facts as 
the retailers and others mentioned above. 
They also report the valué of the raw ma- 
terials they use, the value added during 
process of manufacture and the total fin- 
ished value. 

Data collected is absolutely confidential. 
Not even the Department of Justice has 
access to Census Bureau files, and every 
employe is under sworn oath and rigid in- 
structions as to the absolute necessity of 
secrecy about the figures of individual con- 
cerns. 


Carl Crosland, director for the St. Louis 
area of the census of business and manu- 
facturers, has this to say about the confi- 
dential nature of the reports:

Mr. Crosland’s connection with the Bu- 
reau of the Census has extended through 
40 years, and those who have met him in 
St. Louis have confidence in his integrity 
as well as his qualification for the work. 
He, in turn, has the highest regard for St. 
Louis, where he has worked on former 
census-taking projects. 

“Never in any other city, In 40 years of 
census work,” he said, “have I found the 
helpful spirit which prevails in St. Louis.

to Finland was indicated today by 
Chairman Pittman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee and 
other Senators in preparing a cal- 
endar for the committee meeting 
next Wednesday. 

Among proposals under discus- 


sion are bills providing for loans! 


to Finland ranging from $50,000,000 
to $100,000,000, remission of Fin- 
land’s war debt payments, and re- 
moval of all restrictions on $10,- 
000,000 credits already granted to 
Finland. The latter action would 
allow the money to be used to buy 
war and other materials in or out- 
side the United States. : 

In the House, Representative 
llook (Dem.), Michigan, proposed a 
$60,000,000 loan to Finland and sug- 
gested that interest paid by Fin- 
land on its debt to the United States 
be refunded. Representative Smith

Situation in France. 

In France the function of com- 
mand and war planning is some- 
what differently adjusted. The Pre- 
mier, M, Daladier, is also the Min- 
ister for National Defense, Under 
him are three sub-departments, war, 
air and marine (navy), each head- 
ed by a Minister of Cabinet rank. 
Under him also is the Chief of 
Staff for Natiozal Defense (Gen. 
Maurice Gamelit), who 4** a com- 
bined staff drawn from all three 
services. Each service has in addi- 
tion its own chief of staff (Gen. 
Colson for the army, Admiral Dar- 
lan for the navy, Gen. Vuillemin 
for the air force). The Minister 
for National Defense and his chief 
of staff are charged with co-ordinat- 
ing the three services in operation, 
while details are left to the sub- 
ordinate chiefs of staff. 

There is a School for the Higher 
Study of War, of which Gen. Requin 
is now director, having just suc- 
ceeded the distinguished French 
naval writer, Admiral Castex. This 
system has not been in existence 
long enough to have a real trial, but 
it has so far not worked so easily 
as the more flexible British system; 
there has been a great deal of 
criticism and friction (at least be- 
fore the war). 

Germany’s Set-Up. 

In Germany the organization of 
the national defense is based on the 
so-called leader principle (Fuehrer 
prinzip). This in effect means that 
Adolf Hitler is his own Minister 
of War or Commander-in-Chief., 
(His title in this respect is Ober- 
ster Befehlshaver der Wehrmacht). 
e has a combined personal staff 
from the three services (Oberkom- 
mando der Wehrmacht), of which 
the Chief is Colonel-General Keitel. 
The Commander-in-Chief of the 
Army is Colonel-General von 
Brauchitsch; of the navy, Grand 
Admiral Raeder. There is no War 
Minister or Navy Minister other 
than Hitler, The Air Minister and 
Commander-in-Chief of the Air 
Force is Field Marshal Goering, 
with Colonel-General Milch as his 
Chief of Staff. This arrangement 
gives the Air Force, in practice, a 
greater degree of independence 
than is possessed by the other two 
services. 


However, there appears to be ex- 
cellent co-ordination as far as op- 
erations are concerned betwen the 
Air Force and the two surface 
forces, as exemplified by the Polish 
campaign and the operations in the 
North Sea. When it comes to co- 
ordinated planning for the general 
course of the war, there are rum- 
ors of grave dissensions leading to 
a certain amount of hesitation and 
lack of concentrated direction of 
effort; these rumors lack confirm- 
ation. 


Interest for Americans. 


All of this is of interest to Amer- 
icans, not only as observers of the 
present hostilities, but because 
there is increasingly evident a need 
for some sort of co-ordinated plan- 
ning of our own defense. We have 
no body resembling the Committee 
of Imperial Defense, though we 
ought to havef we do not need a 
combined national defense depart- 
ment; indeed for a power whose de- 
fense, like ours, is primarily naval, 
it is essential that the navy retain 
full freedom of action, and there is 
no instance of a combined naval 
and land command succeeding in 
war—Providence never apparently 
having made an individual capable 
of exercising such powers. Nev- 
ertheless, when it is considered that 
the fighting forces are after all 
only organs of Government, with 
the single purpose in peace of mak- 
ing us secure, in war of achieving 
victory, it is plain that we cannot 
continue as in the past making 
plans for defense without some def- 
inite idea of what we are going to 
defend; the Army and Navy cannot 
decide what they need until they 
know whet they are going to have 
to do with it. 

The point is well taken that the 
major decision of this sort which 
now confronts us is whether we are 
going to prepare for the defense 
of the Western Hemisphere, or 
whether we are going to plan for 
military adventures overseas. We 
ought to resolve this problem, just 
as we ought to have some co-ordina- 
tion among the eight committees 
and subcommittees of Congress 
(now operating in water-tight com- 
partments, jealous of their preroga- 
tives) which have to do with de 
fense matters. A permanent Com- 
mittee of National Defense, to in- 
clude proper congressional repre- 
sentation from the defense commit- 


~ .| tees, plus the Secretaries of State,

We know from the past that 
when a war begins in which the 
issue is not local, limited and spe- 
cific, but is the general issue of 
European supremacy, then that 
war does not end until the issue is 
decided. There may be a truce; 
there were five or six truces in the 
Napoleonic era, but a war of this 
character ends either in the vic- 
tory of the conqueror or in his 
downfall. 

We know, too, from past experi- 
ence that the nations which com- 
mand the seas will win such a war 
unless the conqueror can strike de- 
cisively at the inner citadel of sea 
power. 

Therefore, it will be prudent to 
expect that at some time in the 
next 18 months, perhaps even at 
the end of this winter, Hitler must 
strike with all his force at the Brit- 
ish and French. He may not do 
that. If he does not, the forecast 
will be most agreeably wrong. For 


it will mean that the war can end 
without the devastation of Europe.

over again can grow tiresome, and 
diners may lose the opportunity of 
knowing how welcome squash can 
be during the winter. 

Although the number of calories 
in squash is low, squash does con- 
tain calcium, phosphorous and iron. 
In fact, one serving contains about 
5 per cent of the amount of iron 
required by the typical adult. The 
squash’s m valuable contribution 
to the diet, however, is vitamin A. 
For this reason, if for no other; it 
should be eaten frequently throug»- 
out the winter. 

It is usually economical to bake a 
large piece or several small sec- 
tions of a Hubbard squash at one 
time to save fuel. It can be served 
as baked squash the first day and 
in other delicious dishes later in 
the week. 

Baked Squash, 
Scrub the squash, cut it in half 
and then im pieces suitable for 
serving. Remove the seeds and 
spongy part. Put the squash into 
@ pan, skin side down, and bake it 
in a moderately hot oven (350 to 400 
degrees) for about 40 minutes or 
until it is soft. When the squash 
is almost cooked, sprinkle it with 
brown sugar, put a thin slice of 
bacon on each piece, and finish the 
cooking. The bacon adds both 
flayor and color and should be 
brown and crisp when the squash 
is done. Serve the squash at once. 
Variafion: Omit the bacon and re- 
move'the cooked squash from the 
shell with a spoon and mash it. 
Season it with salt, pepper, butter 
and :. little hot milk. Some prefer 
to add a little sugar to the mashed 
baked squash. Turn it into a hot 
dish and serve at once, 
Steamed Squash. 

Place the sections of squash in a 
steamer which fits tightly over a 


jkettle that has about three inches 


of boiling water. Cover the steamer 
and let the squash cook until-it is 
tender. This will take about one- 
third longer than in boiling. When 
the squash ig tender, it may be 
scooped from the shell and used in 
any of the recipes in which baked 
squash may be used. 

Other. recipes include squash 
baked with sausage, baked Hub- 
bard squash with pineapple, 
mashed squash with sausage or 
bacon, squash souffle with cheese, 
and squash pie. 


TAPER OFF HOLIDAY SWEETS 
WITH PUDDING CAKE 


Here is a good way to taper off 
on the rich sweets of holiday en- 
tertaining. This cake may also be 
served as a pudding with a sauce, 

Date Cake. 

One and three-fourths cups flour, 

One teaspoon soda. 

One teaspoon cinnamon, 

One-half teaspoon cloves. 

One-eighth teaspoon salt. 

One cup irradiated evaporated 
milk. 

One tablespoon vinegar. 

One-half cup shortening. 

One cup sugar. 

One egg. 

One seven-ounce package dates, 
sliced. 

One cup chopped nuts. 

Sift flour, then measure. Re- 
sift with soda, spices and salt, 
Add vinegar to milk. Cream short- 
ening, and sugar and continue 
creaming until sugar granules are 
dissolved. Add beaten egg, then 
dry ingredients alternately with 
soured milk, beginning and ending 
with dry ingredients. Add dates and 
nuts with last few stirs. Pour into 
a tube or loaf cake pan that has 
been lined with waxed paper. Bake 
in a moderate oven (350 degrees), 
one hour. May be served with 
hard sauce. Yield: One nine-inch 
tube cake, about 20 servings.

OF NUTRITIOUS: SOUP 


While Some Flavor Has Been 
Extracted, Food Value of < 


Meat Unimpaired. 


‘When a nutritious soup is ‘in 
order,‘ put beef shanks on your 
shopping list.. If there are children 
in your household, you doubtless 
like to serve a rich beef broth 
with vegetables or noodles as a 
main dish for lunch on many occa- 
sions. The youngsters enjay this 
and it is good for them. 

Beef shanks contain a good pro- 
portion of well-flavored meat, Since 
the aim in making soup is to ex- 
tract as much of this flavor as pos- 
sible, lohg cooking. at simmering 
temperature is required. The flavor 
of the soup may be enhanced by 
the addition Of vegetables and of 
seasonings. 

Food Value Unimpaired. 

The food value of the meat uséd 
for making soup is’ in no way 
lessened, although some of its flavor 
is extracted. If it has been cooked 
at the right temperature it will be 
tender and can be used in various 
ways. Spices and seasonings can 
be added to make up for the loss of 
flavor. For instance, the meat may 
be ground and with other ingre- 
dients added it makes a tasty sand- 
wich spread. Or it can be used as 
meat balls and served with a spicy 
sauce. 

Beef shanks can be used in other 
ways besides for soup making. Cut 
in slices, they can be braised on top 
of the range or as the main dish 
in an oven meal. 

Braised shanks and noodles are a 
favorite combination everywhere. 
Braised shanks and dumplings 
make another good suggestion. 

Beef Broth With Vegetables, 

Three pounds beef shanks. 

Two teaspoons salt. 

One-fourth teaspoon pepper. 

One and one-half quarts water. 

Two cups potatoes. 

One-half cup onions. 

One and one-half cups carrots. 

Have the retailer saw the bone 
into suitable pieces. Put into ket- 
tle, add salt and pepper, cover. with 
water and simmer for one and a 
half hours. Add vegetables and 
cook 30 minutes. Strain and serve 
while hot, 

Chopped Meat Sandwich Spread. 
Two cups cooked ground meat, 
Four tablespoons mayonnaise, 
One tablespoon pickle relish. 
Two hard cooked eggs. 

Salt and pepper. 

Combine ground left-over meat 
with mayonnaise, relish and 
chopped eggs. Season. Mix well 
and spread on siices of bread. 
Brush with melted butter and toast. 

Braised Shanks and Dumplings. 
Three pounds cross cut shank 

slices. 

Flour. 

Three tablespoons lard. 

Salt and pepper. 

Have the slices cut two inches 
thick. Dredge with flour and sea- 
son with salt and pepper. Brown 
in hot lard. Add one cup water 
and let simmer until done, about 
two hours, Add additional water 
as needed, 

Dumplings. 

Two cups flour. 

‘Three teaspoons baking powder. 

One teaspoon galt. 

Three-fourths to one cup milk. 

Sift flour, baking powder and salt 
together. Add milk to make a stiff 
drop batter and mix. Drop by 
tablespoons on top of braised 
shanks. Cover tightly and steam 
12 to 15 minutes.

The flames spread rapidly, giving 
employes little time arouse 
guests.

13-Day Cold Spell Puts More Than 500 Autos 
Into Shops—Biggest Business 
In Years. 


“Roll Out My Fender” has be- 
come the doleful theme song of 
hundreds of motorists who braved 
the city’s icy streets since the snow 
first fell 13 days ago. Despite the 
snail-like pace at which most driv- 
ers are making their way around ' 
town, the slick surface has encour- 
aged automobile to perform like 
fancy figure skaters with results 
disastrous to fehders, if not to life 
and limb. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter who 
visited 15 automobile repair shops 
yesterday was informed of more 
than 500 casualties thus far and 
the toll continues to mount. More- 
Over, an equally large number of 
recently disabled cars have been 
reported stored away by disgrun- 
tled owners until the ice and snow 
melt. 

“Best business we've had in 
years,” remarked Pete Vogt, mana- 
ger of a Gravois avenue fender- 
rolling spot. “It’s getting to be like 
a beauty shop around here. Have 
to have an appointment before you 
can get your fender dolled up. Ex- 
cuse me, there goes that phone 
again.” 

About 200 automobiles, smashed 
fenders and all, have skidded into 
his stablishment since the day be- 
fore Christmas, Vogt said. 

Another Smooth Worker. 

Everything was going smoothly 
also at Johnny’s Fender & Welding 
Shop, nearby. Lloyd Zaretzke, the 
service manager was tired from 
overwork, but happy. 

“This sure is bad driving weath- 
er,” he observed. “Either you slide 
into a telephone pole or—bingo!— 
someone sideswipes you. And if 
you leave your car parked at the 
curb, you'll probably be missing a 
fender or two when you come 
back. You know, it wouldn’t be a 
bad idea to keep woman drivers 
off the streets these days.” 

For a simple goose-egg dent in 
one of those utilitarian fenders on 
models a few years old—fenders 
which serve no purpose except to 
control the mud-splash—the fender- 
roller’s fee may be no more than 
$1. A first-class, accordion-pleated 
smash-up of this type can be re- 
paired for about $18. If you have 
one of those new fangled, stream- 
lined beauties, with headlights 
built in, a thorough-going smashup 
may mean replacement rather than 
repair, and that job runs to about 
$30 a fender. 

The art of transforming a fender 
as corrugated as a washboard to 
its prestine symetry was proudly 
demonstrated by Zaretzke on a $14 
front fender job. First he pounded 
away the rougher spots with a 
heavy sledge and then he brought 
forth an air hammer, a powerful 
contraption which nmiakes as much 
noise as four machine-guns. After 
he had restored the approximate 


original shape of the fender, gad- 
gets with rollers top and bottom 
were clamped on the fender and 
Zaretzke rolled away. Responding 
to his deft touch, the rumpled metal 
straightened out, seemingly requir- 
ing but little more effort than it 
would take to smooth a damp 
handkerchief with an electric iron. 
Cold Spell Enthusiast. 

Herman Frerichs, owner of an- 
other South Side fender rolling es- 
tablishment, was making an esti- 
mate on a new arrival when. the 
reporter called, “This is a beauty,” 
he remarked. “A truck smashed 
the whole right side the other _ 
The job should run about $200, 
guess. Maybe more.” 

Frerichs was not enthusiastic 
about giving advice on how motor- 
ists should avoid crack-ups when 
roads are slippery. “Things, are 
just dandy now for us fender men,” 
he said. “Why should I try to 
change them? Somebody’s misfor- 
tune is our good fortune. That’s 
life. Maybe you'll be here for an 
estimate in a few days. Who 
knows?”

ESSENTIALLY, frostbite is a 
kind of gangrene—a shutting off 
of the blood vessels to the.affect- 
ed area. Naturally then, the ter- 
minal places on the body, where 
the circulation is scanty, are the 
places affected; the tip of the nose, 
the ears, the fingers and toes. 
Especially important in prevention 
is the’ way the feet are stock- 
inged and shod. For outdoor work 
or exercise in frostbite weather, 
thick stockings that have plenty 
of air spaces are essential. 

“Rub the affected parts with 
snow” is the old household wisdom 
about the treatment of frostbite, 
but it is not very wise wisdom. It 
is, in fact, barbarous because snow 
is gritty and may not only hurt, 
but actually injure. 

“Gradual warming,” with the ac- 
cent on the gradual, is proper treat- 
ment, however, and is really what 
lies back of the “rub with snow” 
idea. The best initial source of 
warmth is your own body or that 
of a companion—hands pressed on 
the frozen area and accompanied 
by rubbing to bring back the cir- 
culation. Getting indoors and in 
front of a radiator or good fire 
can ‘be postponed until later—un- 
til circulation is established.

For 
the year ending July 1, "1939, she 
walked away with a merit award. 
In those 12 months there had been 
just one personal injury to keep 
her from the top trophy.

And now with six months and a 


perfect score so far chalked up for 
this year, Mrs. White is hoping to 
once more win the major award. 
Since last July, the Indiana Film 
Transit Co.’s trucks haven’t even 
had a scratched fender. 


Yesterday, I talked with Mrs. 


White and learned that her present 
record is the result of seven years 
of tireless effort. 


“People insist on regarding me as 
some sort of a wizard,” she smiled, 
“but I can tell you that anyone 
Our 


sense mixed with common courtesy. 
And while I may have pointed the 


way, it is my boys who really de- 


serve the credit.” 
Her “boys,” as Mrs, White refers 


to the drivers who man the ten 


specially built blue ton-and-a-half 
trucks, work six nights a week de- 
livering film to some 300 theaters 


scattered over the State of Indi- 
ana. Every mile traveled is after 
dark when, statistics show, driving 
hazards are 35 per cent greater 
than in daylight. Yet in the past 
four years and in approximately 
4,500,000 miles of driving, they have 
had only eight minor accidents, one 
personal injury and no fatalities. 
And that in the face of the nation- 
al average of one injury or death 
to every 88;320 miles of driving. 

How does Mrs. White do it? 

“Well,” she says, “when I took 
over the general managership of 
the company seven years ago, the 
first thing I did was to have gov- 
ernors put on all the trucks. When 
the speed is there, it’s too much of 
a temptation to use it. Governors 
hold our trucks down to 50 miles 
an hour. The Indiana State law 
says 45, but we give them five ex- 
tra to take care of extra speed 
needed in passing. 

“Next, I examined the records of 
the drivers. Those who had been 
consistently having accidents I dis- 
missed. Next, for all drivers re- 
tained and new ones hired,’I in- 
stituted stiff physical tests. Eyes, 
hearing, reflexes, heart—everything 
had to be perfect. 

“And then came the courtesy 
campaign.”

HERE will be, Mrs. White says, 
T: great many people who will 

hoot at the idea of courtesy on 
the highways being one of the 
prime requisites for safe driving, 
but she can cite instance after in- 
stance to prove her point. 

“Bad highway manners,” she 
pointed out, “cause a great Many 
otherwise avoidable accidents. Just 
think—if every one of us would al- 
ways signal for a turn or a stop, 
if every one of us would always 
take less instead of more than our 
share of the road, if we would al- 
ways stop for every stop sign, al- 
ways dim our lights for an ap- 
proaching car and keep them dim 
even if the other fellow’s blind us—

Besides observing all these rules 
of highway courtesy, Mrs. White’s 
boys are always ready to help other 
drivers in trouble. 

“Helping the other fellow is just 
another one of my many ideas,” 
she confessed, “but I think my boys 
would do it even if it weren’t or- 
ders. You know it makes me boil 
when I hear people say anything 
about truck drivers, Generally 
speaking, they’re the most consider- 
ate of all drivers. Just wait until 
you have.trouble on the road some 
time.. You'll find that the only per- 
son who will stop to help you will 
be a truck driver.” 

Particularly are the drivers of 
the Indiana Film Transit Co.’s fleet 
considerate of women drivers on 
the road. Mrs. White tells them: it 
is just as important to be polite to 
a woman behind a steering wheel 
as it is to one in an elevator. 

“Giving them the breaks on the 
road,” she says, “is even more im- 
portant than taking off your hat in 
an elevator.” She feels sorry for 
women drivers, too, because she 
says she knows what women are 
up against. “You know yourself,” 
she says, “that men generally re- 


. gard a woman behind the wheel of 


an automobile as just about the 
lowest form of life there is.” 

Mrs, White herself has a perfect 
personal safety record, In all her 
years of driving she has never had 
an accident and, she says, “that’s

because I not only preach safety, 
but practice it.” 


Ten years ago when Marjorie 
Strader White went to work for 
the Indiana Film Transit Co., its 
financial legs were pretty wobbly. 
Damage suits as the result of traf- 
fice accidents: were almost weekly 
occurrences; by 1932 the company 
was broke and in receivership. One 
of the mechanics in the garage told 
her he could buy the business 
cheap, but didn’t have quite enough 
money. She chipped in her sav- 
ings, on the condition that he give 
her a job where she could really 
watch her money. 
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HE one-time mechanic, W. C. 
T _ Smith, made her general man- 

ager. He now has to come to 
the office only once a week to sign 
a few checks or confer with her on 
financial matters. In seven years 
Mrs. White has not only made a 
whopping success of the business 
but given it a national reputation in 
trucking circles. 


“Once a year we have a company 
get together,” she explained as we 
came back to the subject of safety, 
“and at that dinner Mr. Smith gives 
a loving cup and $25 in cash to 
the best. allround driver for the 
year. Except for that get-together, 
I never have meetings with the 
men. If one of them needs talking 


to, he comes to my office alone and 
we talk things over. But that 
doesn’t often happen. 

“I have the complete co-operation 
of my boys and I have the co- 
operation of their wives, too. Since 
the boys work at night, I depend 
on their wives to see that they 
get enough sleep during the day. 
I watch everything connected with 
our drivers pretty closely. You 
know a man with domestic or finan- 
cial troubles is a dangerous driver. 
His mind isn’t free to concentrate 
on his driving. I can’t always 
settle all their domestic difficul- 
ties, but we do help them out finan- 
cially when they really need help.” 

Proof that Mrs. White’s “common- 
sense-and-courtesy” formula, simple 
as it rounds, really works lies in 
the framed safety awards and 
plaques that decorate her office. 

“But the American Trucking As- 
sociations make it as tough as pos- 
sible,” she laughed. “Unless you're 
rammed from the rear, they count 
every accident your fault. A mule 
kept us from getting the safety 
trophy last year. One of my boys 
had to go in a ditch to keep from 
hitting the mule and the ATA just 
said ‘Too bad, but there must have 
been some way he could have 
avoided the accident.’ So all we 
got last year was a merit award. 
But this year we'll have another 
plaque—watch us.”

THERE SOMEBODY goes steal- 
ing my thunder again! I was all set 
to give declarer the devil for get- 
ting himself into a jam when all he 
had to do was lead the ace and an- 
other diamond, disdaining the 
finesse. To my disgust, he himself 
made this point clear in his last 
paragraph. 

Nevertheless, the point is so im- 
portant that I am publishing the 
hand and shall insist on my pound 
of flesh. Here was a case in which 
an argument arose over & com- 
pletely inconsequential point, a 
point that never should have arisen 
in a rubber bridge game, The de- 
clarer was playing a small slam 
contract which was worth 1370 
points to him. He risked these 
points—and lost them—because he 
wanted to make an extra 30 points! 
In other words, he laid approxi- 
mately 46 to 1 that he could. catch 
the K-10 of diamonds! 

Even at duplicate bridge, in 
which an extra 30 points may result 
in a substantially better match- 
point score, it would be absurd to 
take the diamond finesse in this 
hand. For one thing, the chance of 
catching the king and ten is not 
very good and, for another, the risk 
is all out of proportion to the gain, 
The proper play was to win the 
opening heart lead in dummy, cash 
the trump ace (perhaps the king 
would drop singleton), then cash 
the A-K of spades, discarding a 
heart, and then lead a second dia- 
mond toward the closed hand. Ob- 
viously, this conservative and logi- 
cal line of play would have left no 
defense. West could capture the sec- 
ond diamond with the king and, as 
before, return a spade, but now, 
with only one trump at large, and 
with that situated in the West hand, 
North would be in absolutely no 
danger.

When you 
have your hair set, request your 
hairdresser to twist your hair into 
thick sculptured curls rather than 
in tight, tiny ringlets which tend 
to be frizzy when combed out,

AT RIGHT above is a charming 
coiffure with a dash of sophistica- 
tion for the girl with an oval face. 
The hair is set in a smooth pom- 
padour fashion and held in place 
with a long thin comb or curved 
barrett. The ends of the soft curls 
are combed forward to conceal the 
barrett. Side hair is then brushed 
away from the face, but not high, 
and held by invisible hairpins. The 
back hair is brushed toward the 
ears and fluffed to give the illusion 
of more width to the narrow chin 
line.

Grease is another contributory 
factor, The ‘clothing makes the 
body warm because of the air lay- 
ers between the fibers. When these 
alr cells are filled up by oil or 
grease, it makes the clothing less

Constrained position or posture 
for a prolonged time without exer- 
cise conduces towards the produc- 
tion of frostbite.

ESSENTIALLY, frostbite is a 
kind of gangrene—a shutting off 
of the blood vessels to the.affect- 
ed area. Naturally then, the ter- 
minal places on the body, where 
the circulation is scanty, are the 
places affected; the tip of the nose, 
the ears, the fingers and toes. 
Especially important in prevention 
is the’ way the feet are stock- 
inged and shod. For outdoor work 
or exercise in frostbite weather, 
thick stockings that have plenty 
of air spaces are essential. 

“Rub the affected parts with 
snow” is the old household wisdom 
about the treatment of frostbite, 
but it is not very wise wisdom. It 
is, in fact, barbarous because snow 
is gritty and may not only hurt, 
but actually injure. 

“Gradual warming,” with the ac- 
cent on the gradual, is proper treat- 
ment, however, and is really what 
lies back of the “rub with snow” 
idea. The best initial source of 
warmth is your own body or that 
of a companion—hands pressed on 
the frozen area and accompanied 
by rubbing to bring back the cir- 
culation. Getting indoors and in 
front of a radiator or good fire 
can ‘be postponed until later—un- 
til circulation is established,

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
E. N. “Are bananas fattening or 

do they give you very much en- 
ergy? Some people say they are 
fattening and some tell me they 
are not.” 


Answer—Bananas contain about ~ 


20 per cent starch (which is the en- 
ergy-giver of food), one and one- 
half per cent protein and a half 
of 1 per cent fat, which is high for 
a fruit. They contain phosphorus, 
iron and calcium, the essential min- 
erals, and vitamins A, C and D, so 
that they make a pretty well-bal- 
anced article of diet. Any food is 
fattening if you eat enough of it, 
but the trick about bananas is that 
they quickly satisfy appetites. That 
is why Dr. Harrop found them use- 
ful in his famous milk and banana 
reducing diet,

Made by Men Who Operate Her Fleet of Trucks 
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MRS. MARJORIE STRADER WHITE CHATS WITH ONE OF HER DRIVERS.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jan. 4. 


N a very plain office off a big 
| earace on a side street in In- 

dianapolis, sits a woman in her 
middle thirties. She is tall and 
level headed and holds down a 
man’s job. Her name is Mrs. Mar- 
jorie Strader White and as general 
manager of the Indiana Film Tran- 
sit Co., she is responsible for the 
operation of one of the safest truck 
fleets in the nation. 

For the trucking year beginning 
July 1, 1937, and ending July 1, 1938, 
Mrs. White’s fleet carried off the 
annual safety trophy of the Ameri- 
can Trucking Associations. Her 
drivers had had only two trifling 
mishaps in 12 months and in more 
than a million miles of driving. For 
the year ending July 1, "1939, she 
walked away with a merit award. 
In those 12 months there had been 
just one personal injury to keep 
her from the top trophy. 

And now with six months and a 
perfect score so far chalked up for 
this year, Mrs. White is hoping to 
once more win the major award. 
Since last July, the Indiana Film 
Transit Co.'s trucks haven’t even 
had a scratched fender. 

Yesterday, I talked with Mrs. 
White and learned that her present 
record is the result of seven years 
of tireless effort. 


“People insist on regarding me as 
some sort of a wizard,” she smiled, 
“but I can tell you that anyone 
can do what we have done. Our 
formula has been largely common 
sense mixed with common courtesy. 
And while I may have pointed the 
way, it is my boys who really de- 
serve the credit.” 

Her “boys,” as Mrs; White refers 
to the drivers who man the ten 
specially built blue ton-and-a-half 
trucks, work six nights a week de- 
livering film to some 300 theaters 


scattered over the State of Indi- 
ana. Every mile traveled is after 
dark when, statistics show, driving 
hazards are 35 per cent greater 
than in daylight. Yet in the past 
four years and in approximately 
4,500,000 miles of driving, they have 
had only eight minor accidents, one 
personal injury and no fatalities. 
And that in the face of the nation- 
al average of one injury or death 
to every 88,320 miles of driving. 

How does Mrs. White do it? 

“Well,” she says, “when I took 
over the general managership of 
the company seven years ago, the 
first thing I did was to have gov- 
ernors put on all the trucks. When 
the speed is there, it’s too much of 
a temptation to use it. Governors 
hold our trucks down to 50 miles 
an hour. The Indiana State law 
says 45, but we give them five ex- 
tra to take care of extra speed 
needed in passing. 

“Next, I examined the records of 
the drivers. Those who had been 
consistently having accidents I dis- 
missed. Next, for all drivers re- 
tained and new ones hired,’I in- 
stituted stiff physical tests. Eyes, 
hearing, reflexes, heart—everything 
had to be perfect. 

“And then came the courtesy 
campaign,”

HERE will be, Mrs. White says, 
T: great many people who will 

hoot at the idea of courtesy on 
the highways being one of the 
prime requisites for safe driving, 
but she can cite instance after in- 
stance to prove her point. 

“Bad highway manners,” she 
pointed out, “cause a great Many 
otherwise avoidable accidents. Just 
think—if every one of us would al- 
ways signal for a turn or a stop, 
if every one of us would always 
take less instead of more than our 
share of the road, if we would al- 
ways stop for every stop sign, al- 
ways dim our lights for an ap- 
proaching car and keep them dim 
even if the other fellow’s blind us—

Besides observing all these rules 
of highway courtesy, Mrs. White’s 
boys are always ready to help other 
drivers in trouble. 

“Helping the other fellow is just 
another one of my many ideas,” 
she confessed, “but I think my boys 
would do it even if it weren't or- 
ders. You know it makes me boil 
when I hear people say anything 
about truck drivers, Generally 
speaking, they’re the most consider- 
ate of all drivers. Just wait until 
you have.trouble on the road some 
time.. You'll find that the only per- 
son who will stop to help you will 
be a truck driver.” 

Particularly are the drivers of 
the Indiana Film Transit Co.'s fleet 
considerate of women drivers on 
the road. Mrs. White tells them: it 
is just as important to be polite to 
a woman behind a steering wheel 
as it is to one in an elevator. 

“Giving them the breaks on the 
road,” she says, “is even more im- 
portant than taking off your hat in 
an elevator.” She feels sorry for 
women drivers, too, because she 
says she knows what women are 
up against. “You know yourself,” 
she says; “that men generally re- 


. gard a woman behind the wheel of 


an automobile as just about the 
lowest form of life there is.” 

Mrs. White herself has a perfect 
personal safety record, In all her 
years of driving she has never had 
an accident and, she says, “that’s

Ten years ago when Marjorie 
Strader White went to work for 
the Indiana Film Transit Co., its 
financial legs were pretty wobbly. 
Damage suits as the result of traf- 
fice accidents were almost weekly 
occurrences; by 1932 the company 
was broke and in receivership. One 
of the mechanics in the garage told 
her he could buy the business 
cheap, but didn’t have quite enough 
money. She chipped in her sav- 
ings, on the condition that he give 
her a job where she could really 
watch her money.

HE one-time mechanic, W. C. 
T _ Smith, made her general man- 

" ager. He now has to come to 
the office only once a week to sign 
a few checks or confer with her on 
financial matters. In seven years 
Mrs. White has not only made a 
whopping success of the business 
but given it a national reputation in 
trucking circles. 


“Once a year we have a company 
get together,” she explained as we 
came back to the subject of safety, 
“and at that dinner Mr. Smith gives 
a loving cup and $25 in cash to 
the best. allround driver for the 
year. Except for that get-together, 
I never have meetings with the 
men. If one of them needs talking 


to, he comes to my office alone and 
we talk things over. But that 
doesn’t often happen. 

“I have the complete co-operation 
of my boys and I have the co- 
operation of their wives, too. Since 
the boys work at night, I depend 
on their wives to see that they 
get enough sleep during the day. 
I watch everything connected with 
our drivers pretty closely. You 
know a man with domestic or finan- 
cial troubles is a dangerous driver. 
His mind isn’t free to concentrate 
on his driving. I can’t always 
settle all their domestic difficul- 
ties, but we do help them out finan- 
cially when they really need help.” 

Proof that Mrs. White’s “common- 
sense-and-courtesy” formula, simple 
as it rounds, really works lies in 
the framed safety awards and 
plaques that decorate her office. 

“But the American Trucking As- 
sociations make it as tough as pos- 
sible,” she laughed. “Unless you're 
rammed from the rear, they count 
every accident your fault. A mule 
kept us from getting the safety 
trophy last year. One of my boys 
had to go in a ditch to keep from 
hitting the mule and the ATA just 
said “Too bad, but there must have 
been some way he could have 
avoided the accident.’ So all we 
got last year was a merit award. 
But this year we'll have another 
plaque—watch us.”

THERE SOMEBODY goes steal- 
ing my thunder again!

The de- 
clarer was playing a small siam 
contract which was worth 1370 
points to him. He risked these 
points—and lost them—because he 
wanted to make an extra 30 points! 
In other words, he laid approxi- 
mately 46 to 1 that he could.catch 
the K-10 of diamonds! 

Even at duplicate bridge, in 
which an extra 30 points may result 
in a substantially better match- 
point score, it would be absurd to 
take the diamond finesse in this 
hand. For one thing, the chance of 
catching the king and ten is not 
very good and, for another, the risk 
is all out of proportion to the gain, 
The proper play was to win the 
opening heart lead in dummy, cash 
the trump ace (perhaps the king 
would drop singleton), then cash 
the A-K of spades, discarding a 
heart, and then lead a second dia- 
mond toward the closed hand.

One cup granulated sugar. 

One teaspoon salt, 

One tablespoon grated orange 
rind. 

One egg. 

One cup milk. 

Three tablespoons fat, melted. 

One cup cranberries (halved). 

One-half cup broken nuts. 

Mix together the flour, baking 
powder, sugar and salt. Add the 
rind, egg, milk and fat.
